An Attempt to Fix the Res - 
bility for the American Dude. 


A Student of Social Topics Exonerates 
Fathers and Mothers and’ Ventures to 
Gurl a Terrible Accusation at the 
Giddy Girls of the Period. 


In the whole galaxy of mortal perplexi- 
ties there is none more perplexing than 
that of fixing the responsibility for the 
dude, says Munsey’s Weekly. 

The creature exists in every land, with 
the possible exception of England, where 
those who would be dudes if they were per- 
mitted to, go into the army. There is no 
such leisure classin England as there is in 
this country. To be sure, thereare Dukes and 
Marguises and Barons and Lords, but.these 
men are not dudes, because they have du- 
ties to perform, which I admit the Ameri- 
can dude has not. They represent an idea, 
which the American dude does not. They 
are part of a system—the American dude is 
@ part of a disorder, he represents chaos in 
its completest form, he is a coénfused con- 
glomeration of trousers, flesh, cravats, 
blood, bone and shirt collar; purposeless, 
incapable of thought, his life one hopeless 
round of tailors’ bills, cocktails and cig- 


| arettes. 


Who is responsible for him? 

I have heard it said that his father is re- 
sponsible for him, but it has always seemed 
to me that this is not a just assertion. Pri- 
marily responsible for him, no doubt, is the 
father of the dude, yet in these days when 
the struggle for existence is so fierce a 
fight, when even death itself entails an ex- 
pense so great that it deters the man of 
moderate means from committing suicide, 
when the cost of living seems overwhelm- 
ing, what opportunity is there for the 
father to direct his son in the proper path 
toward the goal of mediocrity which must 
now be regarded as the limit of the dude’s 
capacity? How. can the father in these 
days, when decent poverty is the lot of him 
who but ten years ago would have been ac- 
counted wealthy, spare a moment of his 
time to see that his boy is cast in the mold 
of manhood? Is it not too much for the 
parent to devote time to the education of 
his son when time is so valuable a com- 
modity—does not the father, indeed, do all 
that can be expected of him when he al- 
lows the boy #10,000 a year on which to 
bring himself up? 

No. The father must not be blamed fo 
the dude. If he does not give his personal 
attention, he gives him its cash equivalent 
and his conscience is clear. 

Others say the mother is responsible for 
the dude. a 

I am loath to believe this. “® 

The shoulders of the mother must not be 
overburdened by sogreat a responsibility as 
this. How can an observing person who 
knows the ways of the motber of the dude 
reach so absurd aconclusion? Is it not clear 
to all men of experience that the dude’s 
mother is quite as busy, and as hopelessly 
busy, too, as the dude’s father? When we 
consider the ceaseless round of social duties 
that devolve upon this beautiful matron, 
when we think of all the calls to be made, 
the receptions to be given and attended, the 
teas, the cotillions, the theater parties to be 
engineered, the parties of young people to 
be chaperoned the balls to be patronized, 
the amateur theatricals to be supervised, 
the number of establishments, town house, 
country house, mountain lodge, shooting 
box, not to mention the yachts and house 
boats to be looked after, how can we, I say, 
when we consider all these things, add to 
the weight upon the maternal shoulders by 
making her responsible for the idiosyn- 
crasies Of hersont Her norses must be 
exercised in the afternoon, her opera box 
must be occupied at night, her dress-maker 
must be seen in the early morn—surely the 
mother has not a moment to devote to the 
adolescent dude, and how can she be held 
responsible for him when she has nothing 
to do with him? 

Again the theorists are fallible. The 
mother, no more than the father, is re- 
sponsible for this curious freak of nature. 

‘This leaves but two possibly responsible 
persons to be considered-——the dude’s nurse, 


or the girl of the period. The nurse is 


sed of, because, after attaining 
ityy the average dude has no use 
|| He breaks away from her, 
%, On whom no responsibility de- 
mer than that of keeping the 
dust out of Ris master’s wardrobe and see- 
ing that Mis shoes are removed when he 
goes to bed in the early morning. The 
nurse must’be absolved of responsibility. 
So we come to the proper solution of the 
problem. The girl of the period is respon- 
sible for the dude. This conclusion may 
not be disputed, for it can not be denied 
that if the girl of the period were to insist 
upon something better than small talk, 
were to dispountenance the cigarette school 
of philosophy upon which are based so 
many of Mr. Rdgar Saltus’ alleged studies 
of society, were to insist upon a higher idea 
of life thau that which holds as its aim the 
running up of tailors’ bills and the sucking 
of cane handlés in club windows, if indeed 
the modern girl, whom we all love in spite 
of her faults, were to discourage the dude 
in his chaotic inanity and refuse to uphold 
him ionger, deserting him for the man of 
true ideals, of lofty ambition, of brains, the 
dude would no longer exist, for the instinct 
of self preservation would lead him to kill 
himself off. 
This is no doubt paradoxical. 
It is none the less true. 


A RACE OF DWARFS. 


Remarkable Specimen ofa Lilliputian Tribe 
in Central America. 

A specimen of a living race of dwarfs 
who dwell in the mountainous district in 
Guatemala, Central America, has been 
brought to New York, not for exhibition, 
but as an ethnological curiosity for scien- 
tific men to examine. The dwarf, says the 
Sun, 1s 3 feet 81 inches in height, by actual 
measurement, but a remarkable-looking 
specimen of humanity he was. His head 
measured 264 inches in circumference and 
an American hat, size 834, could be barely 
forced upon his head. 


* A thick mass of long, straight black hair 
covered his head in a thick shock and hung 
down almost to his neck. His skin was of 
a deep copper color and his features fiat, 
like those of the negro race. But he had 
not the expression of a negro, nor the 
color. He was undoubtedly of Indian ex- 
traction. But such an enormous though 
not illy-proportioned head, set upon so 
diminutive a body, made a strange con- 
trast, and his little arms, short legs, and 
body added further to his peculiar looks. 
The Indian, or whatever he might be called, 
is a powerfully-built man, when his‘size is 
taken into consideration, in fact, is a yeri- 
table little Hercules. 

His feet are five inches in length from 
heel to toe and his fingers measure from 
two inches to two and a half inches in 
length. His greatest peculiarity, however, 
is in his face. His eyes are so widely. sep- 
arated as to leave room for the eye-brows 
to grow down on each side of the bridge of 
the nose and still leave a space between 
them and the cormer of his eyes. He is 
forty-two years of age and is a priest in his 
tribe. 

In speaking of the strange dwarf Senor 
Arteaga told the reporter that during a 
fourteen-years’ sojourn in Central America 
and Guatemala he had heard of these little 
people and determined on his leaving the 
country to get a specimen and bring him to 
New York for the scientists to see. He 
journeyed to the mountain home of the 
tribe of dwarfs, and after much bargaining 
secured the man he now has with him. He 
says the only other representative of the 
race ever seen by white men was a brother 
of the man he now has, who was brought to 
New York many years ago, but who died 
soon after landing here. Senor Arteaga’s 
description of the mode of life of these lit- 
tle people is very interesting. They are 
semi-civilized and all speak Spanish, which 
is the language of the country. 

From the time of Herodotus a race of 
dwarfs has been said..to exist, and this 
seems now tobe proved, Only a few years 
ago Du Chaillu, the African explorer, found 
asimilar race in Central Africa, and a race 
of cliff-dwellers has been discovered in Ari- 
zona. They are alsodwarfs. Senor Artea- 
ga’s discovery adds to the proof that races

Divorce Proceedings. 


The Boston Congregationalist, a 
religious journa) of high character 
and influence, has been observing

shocking details which are brought 
to light in these trials, while the 
Sun argues that publicity is the 
enly guarantee against fraud and 
impesture. Now, is there any real 
necessity for balancing these two 
powerful and opposing motives 
and coming to-an absolute decision 
to adhere to one or the other? 
Can net the force of both of them 
be admitted, and a middle course 
which shall regard each be marked 
out? Fortunately there-are tew 
places in the country which fur- 
nish such infamous and demoraliz- 
ing divorce spectacles as Chicago. 

Commenting on the above sub- 
ject, the Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal says: The laxity of the laws 
on the subject in Illinois, or at least 
the abuses which exist in their ap- 
plication in the city of Chicago, 
has long been notorious. Conse- 
quently, even if the state of affairs 
prevailing there seemed to justify 
the positive measure advocated by 
the Congregationalist, it eught not 
to furnish the basis of a rule for 
governing the whole country. 

On the other hand, there would 
seem to be scarcely room for doubt 
that by dragging into the light 
such wickedness and degredation: 
as that exposed in the recent Car- 
ter case in Chicago infinite harm 
is done. There are forms of evil 
all too near the surface of society 
which are shocking and humilia- 
ting to staid, thoughtful men; an 
absolute ignorance of their exis- 
tence in the minds of the women 
‘and the yonth of the country 
should be carefully fostered. In 
cases like the one above referred 
to would it not be better to invest 
the judge with the discretionary 
power of closing the court-room 
doors? Of course this position 
can be assailed, on the ground that 
judges are liable to abuse their 
authority, and become parties to 
dishonest and illegal adjudications. 
But that is a contingency which 
exists in all forms of litigation, 
and the assumptien that judges of 
courts of record are men of high 
probity and a sownd and conscien- 
tious regard for the public welfare 
is one which facts have had no 
tendency to weaken in this coun- 
try. A bad judge is very unlikely 
to conceal his iniquity long. Gen- 
erally speaking, therefore, it may 
be said divorce proceedings should 
be public, but there are individual 
instances where secrecy alone is 
consonant with public morality.

A Disastrous Blaze. 

Quesec, May 16.—A disastrous fire 
broke out early this morning in St. 
Sauveur. The flames spread with 
great rapidity through the wooden 
houses on Valier, Chenel, St. Peters 
and St. Marc streets. Help was asked 
from this city, and Quebec engines 
were quickly sent, but owing to the 
lack of water their efforts were crip-: 


pled. Battery B. was called out and 
rendered valuable assistance in fight- 
ing the flames. At seven o’clock the 
fire had about burned itself out, hav- 
ing destroyed about one hundred build- 
ings. While the necessary prepara- 
tions were being made to blow up the 
houses to check the flames, a prema- 
ture explosion took place, killing 
Major Short and Sergeant Wallick of 
Battery B. They were buried in the 
ruins and at nine o’clock the bodies 
had not been recovered, 

10:10 a. M.—The body of Sergeant 
Wallick is recovered, being horribly 
mangled. The fire has been checked 
on the city side, but is still oe 
furiously towards the northwest. an 
will probably stop when nothing is 
left to feed it. The insurance is com- 
paratively small. The larger numbér 
of the houses destroyed were small 
wooden structures. A strong easterly 
wind is blowing and rain has been 
falling steadily for three hours. 

1 p. m.—The fire is still burning and 
no hopes are entertained of stopping 
it until the open country is reached. 
Already five hundred buildings, mostly 
wooden tenements, have been burned 
and over one thousand people rendered 
hcmeless. The yreater portion are 
camped in the fields, with what few 
effects they were able to save, while a 
few found shelter with friends in the 
the city. Major Short’s body was re- 
covered at noon. One leg and one 
arm had been torn from the body by 
the explosiofi, and were found some 
distance from the trunk. St. Saveur 
is a separate en from Que- 
bec, but separated from the city by 
only the width of a street, and has a 

pulation of fifteen thousand. Only 
ast night the St. Sauveur officials re- 
fused the offer of the city to supply 
them with water.

The Columbia, coming 
up the coast, picked up the captain, 
mate and eleven of the crew, bringing 
them to Astoria.

Wasuineton, May 15.— Jacob L, 
Doly, United States Consul at Tahiti, | 
Society Islands, having fallen in ‘love 
with Princess Polna of Tahiti, a formal 
betrothal has taken place, and the 
approaching nupitals is the all-absorb- 
ing theme in social circles in the 
island. The Princess is a beautiful 
and accomplished lady about 18 years 
of age, and a perfect blonde. She is 


the daughter of Lord and Lady Dary, 
her mother being a native Tahitian 
Princess and her father an English 
nobleman of distinguished ancestry. 
She has had all the advantages of 
education in France, Germany and 
England. She is the possessor of im- 
mense wealth in her own right and 
receives a large annuity from France 
under treaty stipulation. 

As may naturally be supposed, the 
Princess has not lacked suitors for her 
hand, all of whom, including the Earl 
of Dudley, she has persistently refused. 
Lord Dary was himself anxious to 
have his daughter marry a scion of 
the English peerage, but gracefully 
vielded to the wishes of his lovely and 
only child to accept as his son-in-law 
a sovereign American citizen. 

Consul Doly is only 22 years of age, 
and has worked his own way to posi- 
tion and fame.

Cuicaco, May 16.—A Washington 
special says the silver men of the Re- 
publican party are enraged at the in- 
formation which comes to them in an 
official way.

The decision 
against such a course has been reached 
and will soon be officially announced.

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Duty on Lead Ores.

__| NEBULH EXPLAINED. 


Instructive Information for.. Stu- 
dents of Astronomy. - 


rding to Late Researches Nebalw Are 
Neither Very Distant Clusters of Stars 
Nor Masses of Gas, But Merely a 
Cluster of Metcorites. 


Ptolemy was the first to point out, when 
he was making his map of the stars, that 
there were certain “cloudy’’ stars, of which 
he gave five on his map, writes J. Norman 
} Lockyer in Harper’s Magazine; and Tycho 
Brahe, whose work was done before the in- 
vention of the telescope, although he did 

not notice any bodies which we now class 
‘as nebule, was firmly convinced that that 
nebulous luminosity which we call the 
Milky-Way was something entirely differ- 
ent in its nature from the stars. He 
imagined it to be what he called an ethereal 
essence, a sort of fire-mist, so that when in 
his time, in the year 1572, a new star ap- 
peared, he supposed it to be a considerable 
agglomeration of this ethereal fluid. 
Galileo was able to show that the Milky- 
Way, the “ethereal substance’’ of Tycho, 
was only an appearance due to enormous 
numbers of stars lying in the same visual 
ray; the stars of which it is composed can 
indeed be seen with very small optical 
power. 

It was not till 1612, a few years after the. 
introduction of the telescope, that we got 
the first real definition of a body which we 
now call a nebula. The first observation 
we owe to Simon Marius, who stated that 
some of the bodies visible in his telescope 
exactly resembled the appearance produced 
by the flame of a candle seen through horn, 
It was not till 1656 that the nebula in Orion 
was discovered, although now to the trained 
eye it is very easily visible, so that it seems 
rather wonderful that it was not discov- 
ered before. In 1714, in England, attention 
began to be paid to these bodies, but it was 
not untilthe time of Sir William Herschel 
that the most magnificent revelations were 
made. He was the first to construct very 
large telescopes, by means of which objects 
which appear to the eye as excessively dim, 
or objects entirely invisible to the naked 
eye, may be brought into full visibility. In 
this way Sir William Herschel convinced 
himself of the existence of a true nebulous 
fluid differing from stars. 

After not only Sir William Herschel, but 
his son, Sir John Herschel, had ac- 
cumulated vast stores of facts, Lord 
Rosse took up the story, and made 
a telescope very much more powerful 
than any which had been employed by the 
Herschels. His telescope has a light-grasp- 
ing power compared with the eye of 130,000. 
The chief result of Lord Rosse’s work to 
which we need here refer is the idea that in 
a great many bodies which had been classed 
as nebulz this enormous increase of optical 
power suggested that we were only dealing 
with very distant clusters of stars. 

Lord Rosse was able to get the sugges- 
tion of “resolvability” in so many bodies 
which had been classed as nebulz by Sir 
William Herschel and others that gradually 
the idea came to be held that the most neb- 
ulous nebula, if we could get sufficient op- 
tical power to bear upon it, would be broken 
up into stars just as certainly as the Milky- 
Way had been by Galileo. 

This would mean that the nebul@ were 
simply clusters of stars so infinitely remote 
from our ken that even with the power of 
Lord se’s instrument they retained the 
appearance of an ethereal essence. 

This was the general opinion in 1864, in 
the early days of spectrum analysis, when Dr. 
Huggins turned his spectroscope one night 
toone of the planetary nebulz. At first 
he thought that something nad gone wrong 
in the apparatus, because he could only see 
a bright line instead of the usual sort of 
spectrum obtained from a star. Further 
work on other nebulm showed him, how- 
ever, that the spectroscope was doing 
its level best, and that the cause, the anom- 
aly, was really that the nebula gave out 
monochromatic light, while stars gave out 
light of all colors. 

In some cases another line was seen,easily 
proved to be due to hydrogen,and in another 
planetary onebula other observers have 
since shown that there is another hydrogen 
line visible. 

It became Dr. Huggins’ duty to find out 
the origin of the first line observed, and he 
came to the conelusion, after considerable 
labor, that this line was very nearly, if not 
exactly, in the position of the chief line 
seen in the spectrum of nitrogen, and the 
suggestion was therefore made that these 
nebulz were masses of nitrogen and hydro- 
gen gasses mixed, or if not nitrogen, some 
constituent of nitrogen mixed with hydro- 
gen. That result made the idea of Lord 
Rosse concerning the possibility of the’ re- 
solvability of nebulz into stars untenable. 
We had to consider from that time that the 
light of the nebula came from a gas or 
vapor, and hence it was held that the nebulz 
were masses of gas. 

Another explanation of the origin of the 
green line has already been given. If we 
study the spectrum of magnesium, we find 
a very bright fluting with its less refrangi- 
ble edge absolutely in the position of the 
green line; in the nebulg and in comets the 
same line appears, not nearly, as in the case 
of the line of nitrogen, but absolutely. But 
notonly so. We find another line of mag- 
nesium also visible in the planetary nebulz. 
Again, in the spectrum of magnesium burn- 
ing m the Bunsen burner can be photo- 
graphed a line having the exact wave-length 
of a line also seen in the nebula of Orion, 
so that there is a considerable amount of 
cumulative evidence that magnesium is the 
true origin of this spectrum, the luminosity 
being produced by meteorites, the chief con- 
stituentof which is a compound of mag- 
nesium with oxygen, silicon and iron. 

We are therefore justified, until some 
better explanation has been given, in hold- 
ing the view that nebulm, tike comets, con- 
sists of meteorites, and that they are neith- 
er very distant clusters of stars nor masses 


of gas.

It Ise Now Supposed That the Sun Will 
‘Marden the Human Crantum. 

One of the most iasyeqemes things men- 
tioned by Prof. Vircbow in his little book 
just published, entitled “Medical Remem- 
brances of an Egyptian Journey,” in which 
he describes an excursion up.the Nile as far 
as the first cataract, is that the broken 
skulls on the first great sepulchral fields, 
dating from Roman times, are as thick and 
hard as Herodotus says those of the slain 
Egyptians were in comparison with the 
brittle ones of the Persians. The Greek 
historian explains this by attributing it to 
the early exposure of children to the heat 
of the sun; and. in many parts of Upper 
Egypt the German travelers actually found 
young children thus exposed during their 
parents’ absence in the fields in immense 
clay bowls, resembling in shape a cham- 
pagne glass without a stem, into which they 
were put without shelter. This discovery 
by Prof. Virchow is interesting, says the 
American Analyst, because it at once sug- 
gests the question whether the proverbial 
thickness of the skull of the negro has not 
been caused by exposure to the sun, and 
whether it is a peculiarity of savages of 
tropical countries that their skulls are 
thicker and harder than those of the inhab- 
itants of temperate and colder countries. 
Students of craniology have never made 
any investigation to ascertain whether the 
skulls of different races vary in degrees of 
hardness. It would be almost impossiovle to 
make such aninguiry. As is well known, 
the human skull increases in hardness from 


‘childhood to maturity and age. A miscel- 


laneous collection of skulls of any given 
péople would therefore be of no value in 
such an investigation. To obtain a 
collection of skulls of a number of nationali- 
ties, thatshould be taken from subjects all 
of the same age, to havethem all similarly 
prepared and in sufficient numbers to make 
it possible to draw any general conclusions 
from their comparison with each other, 
would be manifestly impossible. More at- 
tention has been given to the relative thick- 
ness of different skulls, or rather to their 
weight, from which their thickness may be 
inferred. Of the large collection of crania 
in the Army Medical Museum at Washing- 
ton the thickest are those of negroes and 
Alaskan Indians. The skulls of other In- 
dians, both of North and South America, 
in tropical or temperate climes, and of the 
Eskimau, do not appear to be particularly 
thick. Among theancient Peruvian skulls 
recently received by the museum, and the 
ancient crania collected in Arizona, there 
are frequent individual variations in thick- 
ness, but no tendency to unusual thickness. 
The conclusion from these factsis that ex- 
posure to the sun probably does not cause 
thickness of the human skull. In con- 
nection with this subject, it is interesting 
to note that among the Australians the 
sinus frontalis is generally found to be solid 
in the males, instead of being hollow, as in 
the skulls of other races. This bone in the 
male Australians generally extends straight 
across the head, the lower side overhang- 
ing the eyes so thatthey seem to look out 
from under it, while in the North American 
Indians a modification of shape deprives 
them of that heavy look about the forehead. 
The heavy sinus frontalis of the Australians, 
of course, increases the weight of the skull
